The dark experience of the past year 
lends the brightest colors to the prospect 
of change in the new year. When things 
have become as bad as they can be there 
is good foundation for hope of & change 
for the better. But aside from the lesson 
of experience that good years follow bad 
years, and the plain indications of the be- 
ginning of improvement in the situation, 
there are substantial reasons for hopeful- 
ness. 

The conditions that have prevailed for 
the past six months are the best possible 
preparations fora renewal of prosperous 
activity. The general liquidation has 
placed business upon a sound basis. The 
cessation of tradeand the enormous re- 
duction of stocks will compel proportion- 
ate activity and enormous purchases when 
settled conditions return and there is no 
longer ground to hold in check the de- 
mand for goods. Theenforced economy 
of the past has created needs which ne- 
cessitate vastly increased activity in 
trade and manufacture to meet them. 
The caution induced by the panic 
has led to an accumulation . of 
the capital fund which will de 
turned into the channels of dusi- 
ness with stimulating effect as soon as 
confidence is fully restored. 

Congress holds the key to the most im- 
portant factor in the situation. The time 
in which the Democratic majority com- 
pletes the turning over of a new leaf in 
tariff legislation will in large measure de- 
termine the time in which business will 
revive and prosperity return. All obstruc- 
tion of a settlement of tariff agitation by 
the adoption of the Democratic measure of 
reform represents selfish hostility to the 
public welfare.

The present method of pre suspects 
Of theap classes promotes crime. The hold- 
ayer isthe general receptacle for the mis- 
demeanants gathered in by the police, 
Prisoners of every character are thrown 
together there. The young woman still 
new to vice and crime is com- 
pelled to associate with a mass 
of the most abandoned and hardened 
wretches. To the House of Refuge are 
sent boys of every degree of viciousness. 
In the fall the worst criminals consort 
with the beginners in crime and teach 
them the way to the penitentiary and the 
gallows. Women are subjected to the 
hardening influences of jail life and asso- 
olations of the most degrading kind. 

The foundation evil of this system is the 
lack of discrimination and of the use of 
reforming influences and methods. There 
is no opportunity for it. Provision has 
not been made for the division of prisoners 
and their intelligent treatment with a view 
to reforming them. 

The Post-DisPaTou has long urged the 

athorities to provide means for a radical 
change in this matter with especial refer- 
ence to the young. The women who are 
now moving in this matter have struck a 
good field for reform, but they cannot ac- 
complish their object by petitions only. 
They must follow them up with practical 
efforts and persistent appeals. These 
women have means and leisure. They are 
capable of exerting and utilizing powerful 
influences. They can gain their end if 
they set about it with determination not 
to fall.

The year 1894 can hardly be worse finan- 
cially than 1893 and there is every reason 
to hope that it will be better. How much 
better depends upon the wiedom of poli- 
ticians and the prudence of financiers. 

The condition precedent to a revival of 
business which shall be permanent and 
beneficent is the removal of the uncertainty 
concerning the revenue policy of the Gov- 
ernment. Merchants do not care to lay in 
darge stocks or invite large trade until they 
are sure that prices will not be affected by 
legislation the character of which cannot 
now be predicted. Nor do investors care 
to undertake new business while it is not 
known whether their profite are to come 
from monopoly or enterprise and energy. 

But something more is needed if we are 
to regain complete financial health. In 
1898 seventy-one railroads with 23,000 
miles of roadway, a total capitalization of 
$1, 800, 000, 000, were placed in the hands of 
receivers. Besides these many other cor- 
porations loaded with inflated debts 
went to the wall. Nearly every one of 
these failures was due to mismanagement. 
Enormous liabilities were created which 
were so many drafte upon the future and 
settlement day came before the resources 
of the country could be developed. Most 
of these transactions were flat frauds, the 
purpose of which was to enable a few ad- 
venturers to make milliogs out of the un- 
‘wary, whose money they obtained by mis- 
representation, exaggeration or plain de- 
ceit. : 

These failures alone were enough to 
make capital timid and drive money into 
the safe deposits. They alone disturb 
financial calculations, produce panics and 
keep back business indefinitely. Oorpora- 


tion financiers must reform their methods 


before confidence can be restored. They 
must squeeze out speculative values 
and stop creating artificial debts, 
which are so many claims upon 
the resources of the country for which no 
equivalent is given and which cannot be 
paid. The currency and the tariff may be 
reformed, but unless corporation wreckers 
give place to honest administrators we 
shall never be free from danger of recur- 
rent panics. me *

Cockran’s Queer View. 
From Tug New YORK WORLD. 

Congressman Cockran continues to take a 
strange view, fora Democrat, of the income 
tax and other taxes. He announces himself 
as ‘‘unalterably opposed to the proposition 
which confines the tax to those whose in- 
come is andupward. Itésneither just 
nor rig t 85,000 persons should pay all, 
while the remainder go free. 

What do Mr. Cockran’s constituents think 
of the idea that they will go free“ of taxa- 
tion ifthey donot pay upon their incomes? 

With woolens taxed 99 per cent, cottons 57 
per cent, linen 39 per cent, crockery 65 per 
cent and other necessaries in proportion, are 
they likely to ‘‘go free“ of taxation if twenty 
or thirty millions shall be collected from 
large incomes? ; 

Do they not pay their share upon luxuries 
in the internal-revenue taxes on spirits, beer 
and tobacco? 

Mr. Cockrar isa student, and he therefore 
knows of the rule of taxation accepted as 
just by all standard writers on the subject— 
that taxes should be levied with reference 
tothe ability ofthe individual to pay and to 
the benefits which he receives under the 
Governmert. Does Mr. Cockran think 
tha? a tax upon consumption complies 
with this rule? Is it right, is it Democratic, 
that a poor man having an income of $1,000 
or $2,000a year should pay practically the 
same for the support of the National Govern. 
ment as a man enjoying an income of $5,000 
or $20,000 or $200,000? 

Anincome tax on all above $5,000 would 
tend to equalize the burdens of Government. 
It would in a measure relieve the poor with- 
out oppressing the rich, 


Tariff and Income Taxes. 
From the Sen Francisco Examiner. 

Tariff taxes, being levied on consumption, 
necessarily fall heaviest on persons with 
small, incomes. The laboring man spends 
practically his entire earnings in providing 
his family with the necessaries of life, most 
of which are taxed by te tar. Should he 
be extravagant his dissipation takes the form 
of an indulgence in whisky and tobacco, 
which are heavily taxed under the internal 
revenue system. The Government catches 
him wherever he turns, and whether he is 
good or bad. But the rich man spends a comi- 
paratively small part of his income on the 
expense of living, and much of that is spent 
on foreign tours, where the tat collector can 
not reach him. The rest is put into new in- 
vestments and goes to swell his fortune. A 
tax on all incomes above $5,000 would serve 
to reach this now exempt class and make it 
pay a small part of its share of the expenses 
of the Government,

Sprinkline Reform. 
To tde Editor af the Post - Dispatch: 

Allow me to correct a misapprehension of 
your correspondent, Mr. James H. McCabe, 
concerning sprinkling wagons, which mis- 
apprehension is probably shared by many 
others.

Flooding should im possibile, and would 
with improved apparatus. Again, near 
every sprinkling district ipcludes severa 
kinds of paving—telford, wood, granite, as- 
phalt—and each requires a different quantity 
of water to properly sprinkle it. Both of the 
two improved appliances permitan instan- 
taneous change in the quantity of water 
thrown; the one heretofore in use does not. 
The cost of the change would not be large 
1 ee. if it brought us 
well sprinkled streets 

The ian of specifying the work to be 
done and leaving it to contractors and in- 
spectors to devise the best means’’ sounds 
well; but it is the identical method that has 
been adopted in the past, and with what un- 
satisfactory results everyone knows, Drivers 
are incompetent and inefficient, contractors 
on the make, inspectors often careless, 
sometimes worse. If there is an ae liance 
that will give us good sprinkling, in the face 
of these conditions, we want it. As Mr. 
McCabe says, it is an ‘‘honest wagon’’ we 
want, to begin with. I am satisfied that if 
Mr. Wagenman is given a good apparatus he 
will produce good results; with the old one 
he is so badiy handicapped that he will not 
be able to 2 the past unpleasant condli- 
tions of mud and dust.

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THE GHOSTS OF THE DYING YEAR. 


Not the Romantic Visions That Haunted 
Our Ancestresses. 


According to the sentimentalist, the ghosts 
which haunt the last day, and particularly 
the last evening of the year, are memories of 
the affections, dimly recalled melodies, the 
remembered odor of flowers, the light of the 
summer moon upon the water and similar 
things. The young woman ‘‘clears out’’ her 
desk and her bureau drawers. She reads old 


letters and sighs before burning them. She 
idly fingers bits of old ribbon that fluttered 
at her tnroat one night in June, or bound to 
her hair some May morning. The mere fact 
that ribbons are not much used to bind fin de 
siecle locks doesn’t interfere with this senti- 
mental theory. 

The sentimentalist picture the last evening 
of the young woman’s year as haunted by 
the gaze of the trusting young man who fol- 
lowéd her about all summer. She hears his 
voice again protesting that never before has 
he feund the fulfillment of his dreams of 
whata woman might be. She recalis the 
color of his eyes or neckties, and is sorry she 
treated him so badly. That is the sentimen- 
talist’s view of the case. 

The youn 
woman recalls with sudden pain that the en 
of the year has come, and with it have come 
bills. Her dentist’s little account bothers 
her, and she wonders how she happened to 
forget that picture-framer’s bill for so long. 
Then she realizes that the annual fees of the 
High School Association, the College Alum- 
ne, the Tenement-House Guild, the Sewing 
Circle, the Fun and Frival Club, the Ibsen 
Round Table, the Society for Promoting the 
Wearing of “perry Dress Among the Malays 
and the Why IAm Trinito-Unitarian Club 
are all due before Jan. 15. She also recalls 
that she has spent her allowances up to 
March for Christmas presents, and the aw 
ful specter of financial stringency haunts the 
dying year. 

Then she remembers how all her gloves 
need buttons, and all her stockings need 
mending; how all her skirts must have fresh 
braids and all her linen buttons. She wonders 
how on earth she ever came toallow her 
wardrobe to get into such a condition, but 
she sees no opportunity of repairing it for 
weeks ahead. And the hideous vision of an 
overfull mending Dasket haunts the dying 
year. 

In her desk the pigeon-hole labeled ‘‘un- 
answered’’ is fairly overfiowing. She hasn't 
written to the friends of her youth since 
June. She hasn’t acknowledged the receipt 
of the letter from the woman who contrib- 
uted so largely to the Tenement-house 
Christmas Tree fund; she has forgotten to 
write to the people whom she visited at 
Thanksgiving, and she hasn't sent a note 
to the girl whose fiance died last month. 
And the grim vision of unanswered letters 
haunts the dying year. 

Then there are the unread books and the 
unreturned calis and the unacknowled 
courtesies. There are the unreturned din- 
ners and dances, and the unbought weddin 
presents. What chance would the ghosts o 
unaccepted lovers or wnforgotten affairs 
have in this pushing, jostling crowd of spec- 
ters of the dying year?

Clapp & Co.’s Weekly. 


The weekly market letter of Clapp & Co., 
New York, under date of Dec. 29, 1898, gives 


a general review of the speculat ive and in- 
vestment record of the year. Among other 
things it says: «The shrinkage of bond 
Values for the year is the result of the credit 
panic and an over supply of questionable 
securities. The present position is hopeful. 

The totalof all rallway stocks, securities 
and obligations piaced under control of court 
receiverships in i893 exceeds the totals of 
such stocks, securities and ovligations so 
placed during the preceding ten years. 

The lesson of 1893 may have taught the 
management of some of these aggregations 
of localized individual effort that the manu- 
facturing of paper to sell in Wall street is not 
always as profitable or reputable as it some- 
times Nas seemed. 

The investor has also learned some things, 
among which are not to buy industrials on 
advanced and fancy valuations, predicated 
on dividends promised or pai’.
